Chief purpose of the 
educational campaign is to 
help guide the sufferer to 
proper medical treatment. 
According to the Arthritis 
Foundation, many people dé 
not know they have arthri- 
tis; many do not know pre- 
cisely what the disease is, 
what its symptoms, course 
and effects are.

In fact, we can make good 
yields in Coffee County on 
soybeans planted as lateas 
mid-June. Be sure that 
fields where herbicides 
were used for cotton are 
safe for soybeans, 


Coffee County cattlemen 
are urged to be extremely 
careful while distributing 
nitrate fertilizers on their 
pastures this summer. 

These fertilizers, many 
of which are tasty tocattle, 
are very poisonous to the 
animals, In fact, it takes 
less than one ounce of it 
per 100 pounds of body 
weight to kill a cow. Dis- 
pose of fertilizer sacks and 
watch herbs carefully after 
applying nitrogen,

farmer has set another

He produced enough farm 
products last year to supply

Peanut Grower’s 
Position To Be 
Strengthened 


The position of the pea- 
nut grower within the pea- 
nut industry will continue 
to be strengthened in 
1965. E, C, Brooks, Coffee 
County Director, Route 2, 
Enterprise, said that in a 
special discussion of ac- 
tivities of the Alabama 
Peanut Producers Associ- 
ation here this week, 

“Our effort,’ Brooks 
continued, ‘‘will include at- 
tendance and a few 
speeches at trade con- 
ventions, personal contacts 
with manufacturers, cer- 
tain trade publicity, ar- 
ranging special events in 
the industry and a news- 
letter that goes to the pea- 
nut trade. We are also 
trying to find new markets 
at home and abroad and 
help with any problems, in 
exports, and here at home. 

“Within the trade we 
will continue with our four 
basic goals; to get manu- 
facturers to try the new 
types of peanuts we are 
growing; to assist manu- 
facturers in selling more 
products made from our 
peanuts; to help manufac- 
turers introduce new pro- 
ducts which may enlarge 
our market; and, tofurnish 
information to new com- 
panies that may want to 
manufacture and market 
peanut products,”’ 

Brooks also pointed toa 
promotion program on new 
packaging and new pro- 
ducts. ‘‘This program, 
which: includes candy,’’ he 
pointed out, ‘‘will have two 
main phases, Test market- 
ing and research assist- 
ance toany manufacturer of 
peanut products who would 
like to introduce a new 
package that might fita new 
sales trend in the industry 
if the first. Second, we 
are pushing any new peanut 
product using our peanuts, 

“‘These new products,’’ 
Brooks went on, ‘‘couldin- 
clude candy bars, cookies, 
meat substitutes, peanut 
butter chips, peanut pret- 
zels and others, It’s spon- 
sored jointly by Georgia 
and Alabama growers, 

“‘The peanut promotion 
highlight this  month,’’ 
Brooks said, ‘‘will be Pea- 
nut Day, June 14, at the 
World’s Fair. The South- 
eastern Peanut Association 
will be in annual session 
at the same time. Thus, we 
will have another oppor- 
tunity to focus attention on 
the peanut and to further 
observe the 75th anniver- 
sary of the development of 
peanut butter, whichcomes 
this year,”’

Fireworks Issued 


George P, Larrick, 
Commissioner of Food and 
Drugs, U, S, Department of 
Health, Education and Wel- 
fare, has announced that 
parents, retail dealers and 
health officials should be on 
the lookout for a new kind 
of fireworks which can be 
very dangerous to children. 

The fireworks have the 
appearance of small color- 
ed candy balls and are 
sometimes marketed under 
the name of ‘‘Cracker 
Balls.’’ Easily mistaken 
for candy, these fireworks 
caused children from Ohio 
and the District of Colum- 
bia to be injured when they 
bit into them, 

Commissioner [Larrick 
said FDA inspectors are 
on the lookout for these 
novelty items with a 
view toward legal action 
unless they are labeled to 
meet all requirements of 
the Federal Hazardous 
Substances Labeling Act, 

He added that any stocks 
which can be shown tobe in 
violation of the Federal 
labeling law will be re- 
moved from the market un- 
der the seizure provisions 
of that statute. Samples 
obtained thus far are im- 
ports from Japan.

A vacation-guide map 
which failed to list a single 
Alabama scenic attraction 
is being re-done after a 
telegram from Governor 
George C, Wallace pro- 
testing the omission, 

The R, J. Reynolds To- 
bacco Company, distribu- 
tors of the Rand-McNally 
map, said the revised map 
will include Alabama at- 
tractions. A, H. Galloway, 
head of the tobacco firm, 
also apologized for what he 
called the ‘‘unfortunate and 
entirely unintentional 
omission.”’ 

Governor Wallace dis- 
patched his telegram last 
Saturday. He said the firm 
had been unfair to our 
growing tourist industry.” 
The Governor also protest- 
ed the map’s omission of 
Mississippi and Arkansas 
attractions. ‘‘I respectfully 
Suggest that you stop dis- 
tribution of the maps im- 
mediately,’’ he said. 

A representative of the 
Rand-McNally Company 
said the map was developed 
to promote 100 of the more 
popular national points of 
interest. He denied any in- 
tent to ‘‘slight’’ Alabama, 
saying, ‘‘it was strictly an 
editorial selection.”’ 

The map featured at 
least one attraction in 
every Southern state except 
Alabama, Mississippi and 
Arkansas, Six attractions 
in the State of Maine were 
mentioned. Rhode Island, 
the smallest state in the 
Nation, had two attractions 
featured. Small states with 
two or more attractions 
mentioned included New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Con- 
necticut and Massachu- 
setts.

Coffee County Is Debt- 


Free For First Time 


Coffee County is free 
of debt perhaps for the 
first time in its history 
according to Probate Judge 
J, O, English, 

He said that the County 
Commissioners made the 
final $14,000 payment Mon- 
day paying off the $315,000 
borrowed through the sale 
of gasoline tax warrants 
18 months ago. 

The judge said this is 
the first time in his 18 
years as probate judge and 
probably ‘‘the first time in 
the lifetime of Coffee Coun- 
ty,’’ that the county has 
been free of general in- 
debtedness. 

‘We just wanted to see 
how it would feel to be 
out of debt,’’ Judge Eng- 
lish remarked, explaining 
that in order to do it ‘‘we 
just cut and cut here and 
there.’’ He added, ‘‘May- 
be we slacked off paving 
a little bit.”’ 

The county’s bonded in- 
debtedness was _ retired 
“‘some time ago,’’ Judge 
English said, explaining 
bonds were sold for some 
bridge - construction work 
done back in 1922, 

He said the county bor- 
rowed the $315,000 through 
the gasoline tax warrants 
18 months ago and started 
making monthly payments. 

Judge English said that 
the money that was being 


used to retire these war- 
rants would now be chan- 
neled into some _ paving 
work that is needed in the 
county. 

The County Commis- 
sioner of each district does 
owe some money which they 
are paying back at the rate 
of $1,000 each per month.

The Hospital 
Board had in turn pledged 
this tax to secure the 
$85,000 which is Elba’s 
part of the cost of the 
nursing home, 

The total cost of the 
home is $435,000 of which 
the Federal Government, 
under the Hill-Burton Act, 
furnishes $290,000, the 
State of Alabama $60,000, 
and the City of Elba 
$85,000. 

The talk was that the 
City Council would take 
this tax from the Hospital 
Board and give it to the 
School Board; thereby, 
helping the School Board in 
footing a bond issue of 
$375,000 with which to build 
a new school house, It de-
